THE CONFERENCE FELLOWS, 1946 


During the past year the Conference has received gifts to its 
fellowship fund which have made possibile the award of six fellow- 
ships for the present session. These gifts were contributed by peo- 
ple who have been at Bread Loaf and have wished to extend this oppor- 
tunity to others. Fellowships are awarded competitively to men and 
women recommended by such sponsors as writers, publishers, editors, 
agents, teachers and present and former staff members. We hope through 
our fellowships to discover and bring to Bread Loaf for the general 
benefit of the Conference gifted younger writers whose work is still 
largely in manuscript, thougn some published work or definite editor- 
ial interest are ordinarily expected as qualifications. 


We welcome as Fellows during the present year the following 
Conference members: 

Robert Bordner, of Cleveland, Ohio, is a reporter on the Cleve- 
land Press who edits his own rurs weekly, The Brickville News, on 
the side, and oms and operates a farm of 140 acres just to fill up 
the working day. Starting his career as a student of civil engineer- 
ing at the University of Akron, Mr. Bordner soon went into journalism 
and in 1944 was awarded a Nieman Fellowship. Under this award he 
studied at Harvard and M.I.T. A story of his appeared in the Atlantic 
Monthly for November, 1945, and he has various other stories in pro- 
gress. He was recommended for his Conference fellowship by A.B.Guthrie 
of the Lexington Leader. 


Eugene L. Burdick is 2 graduate of Stanford University who re- 
tly completed four years of naval service in the Pacific. At pres- 
he is enrolled in the Stanford graduate school as a candidate for 


Jean Byers teaches at Stanford University. She has studied at 
the University of California and the University of Oregon, and for a 
time was commissioned playwright of the National Education Association. 
She has written many plays and short stories, her musical comedy, 
Listen, Mr. Speaker, having had very wide production. Her interest 
now is chiefly in the short story and a story of hers is to appear in 
Foreground soon. She was nominated by Mr. Stegner. 





Esther Carlson is a graduate of Grinnell College. After news- 
paper paper tence in Iowa she became engaged in free-lance writing in 
New York. She has written many stories, one of which, The Radiant 
Wood, will appear in the Atlantic Monthly, probably in September. 

At this time she is concerned eee with the short story but hopes 
to begin work soon on a projected novel. Paul Reynolds and Richard 
Wright nominated her for her fellowship. 


Andrew L. Glaze, of Birmingham, Alabama, is a graduate of Harvard 
now enrolled in the Harvard graduate school after Service in the army 
air force. He has published several poems in the Saturday Review of 
Literature and the Virginia Quarterly Review, and now has other poems 
and a novel under way. He was nominated by Mr. Morrison. 


Dr. Rudolph Kieve was educated in Germany and Italy, graduating 
in medicine after excursions into law and philosophy. Since 1936 he 
has been engaged in the practice of medi bees and psychiatry in Clovis, 
New Mexico.His poems and stories were published in European magazines 
before the war, but at this date he has one blished only a few papers 
and reviews in English. His novel, provisionally entitled Scoundrel's 
Refuge, will ke published in the spring by Houghton Mifflin, who nom- 
inated him for his fellowship.
